We 
have  seen  again,  that  when  a  part  of  the 
same  land  was  plowed  before  heavy 
rains  early  in  the  season,  and  another 
part  much  later  when  the  ground  was 
warm,  the  weeds  started  first  where  the 
ground  was  turned  and  harrowed  last. 
The  inference  ia,  jaat  what  practice  baa 
demonstrated,  that  the  sooner  seed  ia 
deposited  after  the  ground  has  been 
freshly  prepared,  the  greater  the  pro* 
portion  of  seed  that  will  come  up,  sad 
the  stronger  and  more  rapid  the  growth 
of  the  plant.  If  ground  is  plowed  early 
so  ae  to  become  settled  before  seeding 
lime  it  should  be  loosened  up  with  a 
plow  or  harrow  before  the  eeed  la 
put  la. 

Another  mistake  is,  putting  in  tender 
seeds  too  early  in  the  season.  W  •  must 
not  put  in  all  seeds  at  the  same  time :  if 
we  do,  we  may  blame  the  seed  ot  the 
seedsman  when  we  alone  are  in  fault.

among  vegetables.  The  proper  time  lor 
sowing  various  seeds  is  a  matter  that 
demands  the  carefkl  attention  of  the 
gardener  and  the  farmer  as  well.  We  can 
on  It  suggest  general  rules  by  which  our 
widely  scattered  readers  can  have  some 
landmarks,  for  a  lew  seeds.  They  must 
judge  for  tin  mselves  of  the  others.  As 
to  the  hardy  kind  above  named,  also 
clover  and  gross  seeds,  carrots,  celery, 
cabbage,  lsttxu-e,  parsnips,  spinach  and 
radishes,  they  may  be  planted  any  time 
when  tbe  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  and 
tbeaoilisin  good  condition.  But  tbe 
seeds  of  the  tender  kinds  of  plants,  such 
as  corn,  beans,  melons,  etc.,  ought  never 
to  be  put  in  tbe  ground  until  the  season 
is  so  far  advanced  that  tbe  soil  becomes 
warm.  This  Is  indicated  pretty  gene 
rally  by  the  progress  of  the  buds  and 
blossoms  of  tbe  forest  trees  of  the  locality. 
They  rarely  make  a  mistake. 

The  old  Indian  rule  of  planting  corn, 
when  the  whiteoak  leaves  are  as  large  as 
a  squirrel's  loot,  is  a  perfectly  safe  one, 
for  oorn  not  only,  but  for  beans,  pump¬ 
kins,  melons,  cucumbers  and  squaahes. 
When  the  dogwood  blossoms  appear  it 
is  also  safe  to  plant  any  of  these  seeds. 

To  cultivate  a  field  or  garden  where 
tlie  weeds  are  troublesome,  it  is  aa  ex¬ 
cellent  plan  to  plow  early  enough  to  al¬ 
low  the  weeds  to  start,  and  then  hanow 
frequently  until  the  season  arrives  for 
putting  in  the  seed.  Thousands  of  weeds 
will  thus  be, destroyed  and  the  ground 
he  made  richer  and  more  productive  by 
every  harrowing.

food  than  meat  for  people  of  weak 
digestive  organs  and  sedentary  habits. 
They  are  both  excellent  for  persons  who 
think  or  write  much. 

There  can  be  no  greater  mistake  than 
to  Imagine  that  all  children  develop  At 
the,  same  rate  during  the  corresponding 
year's  of  their  existence.  In  a  group  or 
class  of  children  each  of  whom  is  eleven 
years  old.  there  will  be  many  sbadts  of 
different  development — some  people 
would  say  as  many  shades  oi  difference 
as  there  are  individuals.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  the  drawing  of  a  hard 
and  fast  line  as  to  acquisitions  appro¬ 
priate  to  any  special  year  pf  a  child’s  Ills 
is  a  mistake  both  from  sn  educational 
and  a  medical  point  of  view. 

If  a  fishbone  or  a  portion  of  food 
sticks  In'  the  throat  and  threatens  to 
produce  suffocation,  first  give  a  smart 
blow  between  the  shoulders.  This  will 
most  likely  dislodge  the  substance.  If 
the  patient  can  make  any  attempt  to 
swallow,  put  a  large  lump  of  butter  in 
his  mouth.  This  will  help  the  offend¬ 
ing  substanoe  to  pass  down  ths  throat 
more  nwily.  If  be  cannot  swAllow,  put 
tha  finger  as  far  down  the  throne  as 
possible  and  endeavor  to  pull  tbs  bone 
or  meat  out.  ur  tiokle  the  throat  to  pro¬ 
duce  Immediate  vomiting.  Unless  there 
is  prompt  action,  life  may  be  lost 

If  we  add  a  pint  of  pure  water  to  a 
pint  of  impure  water,  we  dilute  the  im¬ 
pure  water  and  it  is  made  that  much 
the  more  pure.  If  we  add  a  dozen  pints 
of  pure  water  to  it,  we  dilute  it  still 
more,  and  bring  it  nearer  purity  yet; 
but  if  we  add  a  certain  number  more, 
instead  of  the  impuHty  becoming 
diluted,  it  is  absolutely  destroyed  and 
Dr.  Lellierby,  of  Ix>ndon,  says  thiil  tlie 
water  is  perfectly  pure.  It  is  tbs  same 
way  with  impure  air.  A  certain  quan¬ 
tity  of  air  added  to  it  dilutes  the  bad 
air  and  makes  It  less  noxious,  while  if  a 
certain  Quantity  more  Is  added,  the  im 
purity  of  the  air  is  destroyed,  as  Is  the 
case  with  impure  Water.  Any  person 
can  judge  of  this  from  tbe  good  effect  of 
much  pure  air  upon  bad  air. 

The  best  butter-maker  in  tbe  world 
will  Ml  to  get  first  quality  butter  U  the 
cows  are  milked  ia  a  dirty  stabl  ?.  It  is 
not  long  ago  that  a  New  Jersey  farmer 
asked  ms  now  be  could  best  market  his 
butter,  which  he  said  was  exceedingly 
good.  He  enlarged  upon  his  high  grads 
Aiders evs  find  the  quality  of  his  pasture 
and  water.  Afterward  I  went  out  to  see  a 
cow  I  wanted  to  buy,  and  he  sat  down 
at  milking-time  to  let  me  judge  of  her 
flow.  I  certainly  never  saw  a  dirtier 
pail  of  milk.  Specks  of  dirt,  dust, 
dandruff,  hairs,  etc-,  peppered  the  top, 
and  swashed  about  on  the  bottom  as 
the  pail  was  emptied.  He  got  only 
eighteen  or  twenty  cents  for  his  tmtterv 
and  I  think  it  was  worth  no  more. 
Does  not  tbe  filth  flavor  t~e  milk,  tbs 
cream  aad  the  butter?  Most  assuredly 
it  docs.  This  is  only  obvious  filth;  the 
invisible  and  more  potent  volatile  ex 
halations  from  tbe  manure  aad  the 
urine-saturated  floors,  and  all  the  mal¬ 
odorous  surroundings  of  most  Cow- 
stables,  usually  have  a  stil!  greater  in¬ 
fluence  When  milk  M  Ob«j  contamin¬ 
ated,  nothing  can  be  done  which  will 
entirely  do  away  with  the  effect.  Part 
of  the  evil  may  be  removed  by  thorough 
airing  of  tbe  milk  as  it  is  cooled  before 
setting.  Shallow  setting,  no  doubt, 
flavors  the  removal  of  these  odors,  and 
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
